AN OFT-REPEATED FICTION

trict «nd District courts for nearly 
fifty years, repeats the old fable that 
was set going some thirty-five years 
ago for political effect.

General Assembly 


changed the Justice court system of 
the towns to the State District Court 
system. Twelve courts were created 
and alt but one of the men elected to 
the judgeships of those courts were 
members of the General Assembly 
which created them. 


The General Assembly in 1886, as 


the Journal says, created the District 
Court system, which has stood the test 
of thirty-six years without alteration 
or amendment. Of the twelve judges 
elected nt that time four only were 
members of the Genera! Asscmbl)^ 
viz., 
Benjamin M. Bosworth of \Var- 


ren, Jiimes W. lilackwood 'of Provi- 
dence, George N. Bliss of Knst Provi- 
dence, ami James Harris of Smithfiold. 
The Iwo latter arc still on the bench. 
So well are they fitted for lire position 
that they have been unanimously rc- 
clfctcd every three years up to the 
present time. One of the four, Ben- 
jamin M. Itosworth, wns promoted to 
the Sujlrcme Court bench, and the 
other died some years since. Thesu 
four members of the General Assem- 
bly that were elected judges of the 
new district courts, were all judges of 
the trial justice courts which the new 
act repealed. They had all performed 
their duties well in the old courts and 
there would seem to have been no 
good reason to legislate them out of 
office. Two other of the judges elected 
at th:U time were afterwards pro- 
moted to the Supreme Court bench, 
namely, Judge Darius Baker of New- 
port, and-Clarke H. Johnson of Fos- 
ter. 
On.the whole it would appcat 


that the choice of judges made by the 
General Assembly of 1S86 was quite 
satisfactory to the people of the State. 


A GOOD FINANCIAL SHOWING

Sheriff Dies Leading Defense, 


but Heavy Casualties Are 


Inflicted on Miners. 


'Wells-burg, W.

known dead. Including the sheriff of 
Brook county, H. H. Duval, and the 
bodies of two more supposed to be In 
lire ruins nt the mouth of the mine at 
Cliftonville, seven miles north of this 
place, as the result of a battle between 
mine strikers and guards here, the 
town Is guarded by state troopers and 
deputy sheriffs, who liave captured 
forty-lwo participants In the rioting. 
Of these, twenty-four are In Jail here, 
fifteen In Wheeling and three In Wheel- 
ing Hospital.

Washington.—It was Intimated at 


the White [louse after a meeting of 
Ihe cabinet at which ihe rail and 
miners' strike were the sole subjects 
of consideration that Ihe government 
would take over operation of the rail- 
roads If the tie-up of Iradic became 
snfik'ienlly serious lo demoralize busi- 
ness. 
It was made plain that con- 


scription of striking railroad workers 
would be resorted to If neces.isry to 
obtain experienced men to run the 
trains. 


Despite the failure of the railroad 


labor board to reach an agreement 
with the strike lenders In conferences 
In Chicago the President and his cab- 
inet advisers were still confident ttiat 
n way will be found to end the strike 
without resort to federal operation of 
the roads. 


The cabinet agreed that the gov- 


ernment had ample power to keep tho 
transportation lines of the country In 
operation, but It was held that the rail 
strike had not yet developed to the 
extent where interstate commerce was 
being seriously Interfered with. 


Should [lie strike spread so that the 


movement of the mails and transporta- 
tion generally was at a standstill the 
President is known to feel that the 
government seizure and operation of 
the carriers could be hastily put Into 
effect. 


The view of the President Is that he 


does not think It would abridge the 
liberties of any American to draft, the 
citizenship of the country in order lo 
meet any crisis, such^s a general tie- 
up of the transportation lines. 
He 


Joins with his 'cabinet, however, In be- 
lieving that the railroad situation Is 
not likely to make this step necessary. 


Much of the cabinet meeting was 


devoted to the hearing by the Presi- 
dent o'f reports from his aids as to the 
latest developments In the situation. 


Secretary of War Weeks andjAttor- 


ney General Daugherty reported as to 
plans for the use of federal troops 
and Unl.ted States marshals to guard 
the railroad shops and rights of way. 
The former laid especial stress on the 
situation In Texas, where the Inspec- 
tor general of Ihe Eighth Army Corps, 
whose 18/XW troops are being held In 
readiness for service, was sent to sur- 
'vey the situation at Denlson, where 
several disorders have occurred at llie 
Missouri, Kansas t Texas shops. 


The acllon by the governor of Texas 


in dispatching officials to Investigate 
the situation at Oenisun has had the 
effect of making unnecessary or at 
least postponing the use of federal 
troops in that state. The adjutant gen- 
eral r>f Texas and a captain of the 
Texas Hangers have youis lo Denisoa 
to report the situation to Governor 
NelT, Secretary Weeks was udvlsed. 


Another development in the Denison 


situation is the report that the Dig 
Four have agreed to help the shopmen 
maintain order. 


From other states the War Depart- 


ment has been advised that the strike 
situation is not menacing. Executives 
of several railroads have reported con- 
cerning their lines, but no direct ap- 
peal his been received for federal In- 
tervention. These reports show that 
conditions in Oklahoma are relatively 
bad, and thai In West Virginia and 
Ohio sunn.- trouble is being experi- 
enced.

Its 
specific gravity is 2.5 to 2.G5; tensile 
strength, 20 kilograms per square mil- 
limeter, and hnidness at room temper- 
ature, CO kilograms per square milli- 
meter, with a 500 kilogram load and 
B 10 millimeter ball. The alloy Is un- 
affected bywet steam, and resists con- 
centrated nitric acid better than alum- 
inum, which It resembles very much.

ber of new comets turn up, astronomers 
will have at least a full dozen under 
observation between now and Decem- 
ber 31. But there Is reason to fear 
that some of the seven old comets 
have met with mishaps while bowling 
along through space, nnd that they 
have either been shattered Into un- 
recognizable debris, or diverted Into

Mr. Ilunily Jenkins, for the prose- 


cution, said he had Intended to put the 
point before the recorder. Tiiere was 
no doubt that the defendant .wrote'a 
number of scurrilous postcards. 


The recorder sold: "If a man hits 


his wife she has a remedy, but If he 
Indicts the much more severe Injury 
of. writing llbelous postcards she has 
no remedy." 


Mr. Levy read a letter which the 


defendant hod written to his wife ex- 
pressing his sincere apologies for 
writing the postcards. 
He unreserv- 


edly withdrew all the statements and 
expressed regret for the annoyance 
which' had been caused to her. He 
also'.-sp'pke of the "most bitter re- 
morse"'which he'felt. Mr. Levy add- 
ed that the defendant desired 'him to 
emphasize the expressions of regret. 
. The recorder .said It was admitted 
by the prosecution-'that the Indict- 
ment would not lie.
